yonrſelves, you will not always conſent to have needleſs and 
enormous contributions raiſed on you, for the gratification 
of the vicious and depraved, however high in title, or for 
ſinecure placemen and worthleſs penſioners. Many millions 
of our money, my fellow- citizens] is every year diſpoſed 
of in this way, and will continue to be ſo, if we tamely 
ſubmit to it. | * 

The grievances and impoſitions, my friends, we labour 
under, are too well known, and too deeply felt by us all, and 
our ſuffering families, to need much comment; and I 
think it a duty that each of us owes to God, his country, 
his family, himſelf, and poſterity, to promote, to the utmoſt 
of his power and abilities, the abolition of them. This 
can only be effectually accompliſhed but by our ananimous 
exertisns. Let us be united, and ſucceſs muſt be ours. It 
hath ever been the policy of zſurpers on the ſacred RIGHTS 
OF MAN to foment diviſions among the people, leſt they 
ſhould afſeciate for the recovery of thoſe rights. But the 
| lower order, that is, the mf reſpectable order of men, have 
at laſt begun to know their 9wn interęſt in ſociety. There 
are but a handful of men in England really intereſted in 
the corruption of government, compared to the paſſive mul- 
titude of EIGHT MILLIONS, Who are ORs by this 
handful. | . 

It would be an inſult on the good a 1 ſpirit of my 
greatly- injured fellow- citizens to dwell longer on the ab- 
ſolute neceſſity of a ſpeedy fiep to do away the impoſitions 
they ſuffer; and I truſt it is needleſs to recommend hare 
mony and temperance to thinking, men, who have ſo much 
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at flake, whoſe cauſe is ſo good, and whoſe power is irre- 
ſiſtible, if wiſely exerted. 

Let us begin with parochial and village aſſiciations. No 
head or leader is requiſite or deſirable on this occaſion: — 
the meaſure is equally intergſting to all; let us therefore uſe 
equal exertions to aſſert the indefeaſible RIGHTS OF MAN, 
with the moderation of citizens, to whom public tran- 
guillity is the deareſt object, AFTER the Hong of public 
freedom. 

I need not obſerve to you, that no man can be really 
free who is taxed without his med:ate or immediatèe con- 
ſent; or made ſulject to laws at the paſſing of which he is 
allowed no repreſentative. 

Let the beſt informed in every neighbourhood 485 
together in ſobriety and independence; let not the frowns 
or ſophiſtry of Great Paupers upon the public, or their de- 
praved emiſſaries deter you from aſſociating. Aden have a 
right to meet together, and *tis tyranny to attempt to pre- 
vent it. This can be the only ſucceſsful prelude to the 
obtaining the rights deſigned us by God and nature. Let 
every hundred and town finally aſſemble, in order to pre- 
pare each a manly and firm appeal to every citizen—to all 
men; and corruption will not dare long to reſiſt the juſt 
claims of a great and undivided People.
